LONDON, (WP) — A Russian war 
communique asserted today that the 
whole of Rumania had been cut off 
from railroad communication to the 
sea and that the main Rumanian 
oil pipe line to the seacoast had 
been severed by Russia’s destruction 
of a bridge across the Danube at 
Cerna Voda, 90 miles east of Bu- 
charest. 


“Lost” Division 

MOSCOW, (lP—A detachment of 
barefoot Russian troops was report- 
ed today to have routed a German 
motorized division and a Soviet 
communique claimed that two more 
divisions, including one of Adolf 
Hitler’s picked “SS” troops, had 
been smashed. 


The barefoot detachment had been 
encircled for 32 days and was bat- 
tling its way to the Russian lines 
when it encountered the German 
motorized division. 


The dispatches said that the Rus- 
sians, called by the Nazis “the wild 
Bolshevik division,” killed 3000 Ger- 
mans, seized 300 munitions trucks 
and hundreds of motorcycles. They 
arrived back at Russian lines bare- 
foot and most of them in tattered 
German uniforms. 


184 Planes Destroyed 
BERLIN, (W)—The official news 
agency NB said today that the 
Luftwaffe and anti-aircraft guns 
destroyed 184 Russian airplanes, in- 
cluding 121 shot down and 63 de- 
stroyed on the ground.

WASHINGTON (lP)—The adminis- 
tration’s second lend-lease program, 
calling for appropriation of approx- 
imately $6,000,000,000, will be sub- 
mitted to congress shortly after Pre- 
sident Roosevelt returns to the cap- 
ital, informed sources said today. 

,The new funds will be sought even 
though less than $6,000,000,000 of the 
original $7,000,000,000 lend-lease ap- 
propriation has been allocated to 
federal agencies which contract for 
war-aid supplies. 

Officials said that a substantial 
amount of the new funds would be 
allocated to the purchase of food 
supplies. War planes, mostly heavy 
and medium bombers, and ordnance, 
primarily ammunition and artillery, 
will require most of the remainder.
